The French Senate to-day rejected M. Leon Blum’s 
Finance Bill by 228 votes to 49, and the French Cabinet 
has since resigned. 

The Senate gave summary treatment to Mr. Blum’s 
Financial Bill, and refused even to discuss. it, and finally 
rejected it outright by 223 votes to 49. 

The Senate never was so crowded in living memory. 
M. Blum spoke for two .hours and was frequéntly 
interrupted! by ironic applause. He -bitterly assailed the 
House, declaring that circumstances were no longer the 
same as in 1926 or 1934. The working classes had become 
conscious of their rights. 

“You have no, right to the decision.’ That belongs — 
-to the Assembly. chosen by universal suffrage,” he 
declared.

Three Ways _ 
With Apples 


OTH our pockets and our 
health benefit by the use of 
cooking apples. .At this time of 
the year, however, they tend to 
become ‘rather flavourless.

Six even sized cooking apples;

Peck and core 
apples without breaking. © Place 
buttered fireproof dish. Fill centres 
with sugar mixture.

APPLES IN HONEY 


1 quart paeled sticed apples; 

1 cup honey; x 

1 tablespoonful lemon juice; 
Pinch of cinnamon or nutmeg. - 


Warm honey, lemon, and spice in 
stewpan. Slip in apple slices and 
cook gently until transparent. 


CANADIAN APPLE PUDDING 


1 pint flour; 

1 egg; 

3 tablespoonfuls butter; 

1 tablespoonful baking powder; 
4 teaspoonful salt; : 

1 ecupful milk; 

1 cup sugar; 

4 cup water; 

2 quarts prepared apples; 
Nutmeg to taste, 


Put apples and half the sugar, nut- 
meg, and water in a pudding dish 
and buke In a moderate oven for 20 
minutes. Mix flour, salt, baking 
powder, and rest of. sugar. Add 
beaten egy and milk, Stir to dough, 
then add melted butter. Spread 
batter on top of fruit and return to 
oven to brke for 20 minutes. Serve 
in dish or Invert. Lemon or nutmeg 
sauce is a good accompaniment.

Removing 
_ Stains 


STAINS should be removed at 
once, for old stains are more 
difficult to remove, 

Jf ink is spilt.on your table, 
mix one teblespoonful of nitre 
with one tablespoonful of warm 
water. Rub the mixture over 
the stain with a soft rag, then 
polish with a little good furni- 
ture cream. . 

Hot plate marks spoil. a 
polished table. Sometimes they 
can be rubbed away with a silk 
duster and a fair amount of 
elbow grease. If they are diffi- 
cult to remove, rub them with 
linseed oil, Very bad marks 
should be treated with spirits of 
camphor. Always: rub round 
and round when removing stains 
from furniture. 

If you have spilt some perfume on 
your dressing table and it has taken 
all the polish off, rub over the mark 
with a rag dipped in paraffin, Let 
the paraffin soak into the wood for 
an hour or two, then polish with 
furniture cream. 

If leather parts of your furniture 
are stained, rub over the mark with 
a cloth, dipped in turpentine. 

Don't neglect the staing on your 


spoil the whole appearance of a 
room. If somebody has brought tar 
into the room on their feet the stain 
on the carpet should be | covered 
with grease, then washed with warm 
soapy water, and dried.” Finally, 
rub the place with benzine to take 
away the grease. = 

Black ink stains can be removed 
with boiled skimnied milk. First 
soak up the ink with blotting paper, 
then rub the place with a rag dipped 
in the milk. Then wash with warm 
soapy water, and rinse with clean 
cold water. 

Lemon juice will remove a red ink 
stain. A paraffin stain should be 
covered with oatmeal, then brushed 
after twenty-four hours. Soot 
ee should be covered with’ coarse 
salt. 

Paint marks should be rubbed 
with a rag dipped in turpentine, 
then washed with warm soapy water. 

Tea, coffee, und cocoa” stains on 
white table linen can be removed at 
once if the stained ‘part be held over 
n bow) and boiling water is poured 
through it. An oltt stain should be 
rubbed with a paste made of borax 
and warm water, Fruit and wine 
stains should be rubbed at once 

with salt.

Sir,—The matter of milk is more 
than ‘one of public Interest’ but onc 
affecting the health of the Colony. 
There should be no secrecy about this, 
The Urban Council through its health 
officers nre vigorously pursuing a 
campnign against smallpox, and 
people who innocently contract the 
sickness und through ignorance do not 
report it are brought up before o 
moglistrate. No secrecy Is tolerated 
in these cases, Why then should 
there be any secrecy bout the 
Colony’s milic supply? Millc js one 
of the mreatest vehicles of disease. 
Impure milk supplics cin cause epi- 
demics of typhold fever; diphtheria, 
paratyphoid; septic sore throats; 
dysentery; dlarrhoca ond other forms 
of Intestinal sickness—305 dys of the 
enrs. Beenuse we drink it naa food, 

The British Medien! Assoctation in 
a public announcement state us fol- 
lows: “In 1920 In one district 1,000 
families were affected by such an 
epidemic, of exceptionnt severly, 
and 65 peopte: died. -In 1936 in ane 
other serious outbreak elsewhere 
there were 718 cases of infection, and 
51 residents of the district died. 
Every primary case had drunk milk 
from the same source of supply.” 

Again, Task, why oll this secrecy 
in a matter which affects the health 
of the public? Why all this moc- 
kery? We are the people. The Ict- 
ters of David Spreekicy, Pro Bono 
Publico, Vaca and the varlous artl- 
cles in your paper are evidence of 
public indignation at the manner in 
which Dr. Basto was treated In thls 
most vital matter. The civil popu- 
lation are represented by unoffictal 
members on the Urban Counell and 
the Legislative Council, and all citl- 
zens will agree that scerecy is neces 
sary in matters of state, but It Is a 
Violation of the prerogative to en- 
force it on the representatives of the 
people when ‘the representatives cons 
sider that the matter is one which 
should be made public.

teurisation are in many ine 
nees adopted from other countrics, 
it is only natural that one 
analyse carefully the reasons under- 
lyingt those opinions, and compare 
them to those obtaining in Hongkong. 


The main reasons that call for 
pusteurisation of fresh mille in some 
countries are; 

1, The great prevalence of the 
purely “milk-borne” discases among 
the population, the chief of which 
is bovine tuberculosis with its high 
infantile mortality. This dreadful 
disease is endemic in Europe and it 
should be clearly understood that it 
is pre-eminently a discase of the 
cow which. ts transmitted to human 
beings through its milk. It Is in- 
trinsically “milk-borne”’ and, owing 
to the fact that fresh mill is in these 
countries Yery cheap, and extensively 
drunk, the disease becomes more 
widespread and therefore ossumes 
greater importance. It. is necessary 
that one should not confuse this type 
of tuberculosis which Js known as 
“bovine” with the “human” type 
which is so common in Hongkong. 
“Bovine” tuberculosis cannot exist in 
a population that docs not drink 
fresh cows' milk; and we know that 
the majority of our tuberculous cascs 
are too poor to afford it. Further- 
more 75 per cent. of our cows are 
tuberculintested and if necessary all 
-milch-cows could be made to under- 
go the test, ‘There is therefore no 
danger from this source so far as 
our milk is concerned, 

With regard to dysentery, typhoid, 
cholera, ete, these are not strictly 
speaking ““milk-borne” but are 
known as “water-borne,” and mill 
contaminated by dirty water or other 
infected material may carry these 
vers. But this is no reason for 
selecting mille as the sole victim for 
pastcurisation, seeing that any other 
article of food or drink stands the 
same chunce of being similarly in- 
fected. In view of the very rigid 
bye-laws governing the dairies and 
milk-shops in this Colony, our millc 
is in point of fact Iess exposed to 
infection’ than many other articles 
of dict which are not so carefully 
safe-guarded. 

2. Another reason which fs cry- 
Ing out loud for ' compulsory 
pastecurisation in some other coun- 
tries, is found in the very unhygienic 
practice of selling the mill: “loose” 
or “unbottled.” This practice as it 
win well be imagined exposes the 
milk to all sorts of Infection, and 
what with the “primary” inherent 
Infection, added to the possibility of 
a “secondary” infection from other

Owing to the-large number of small 
dnirles spread all over the country, 
and to the highly commerclalised 
state of the mili jndustry, daoirymen 
in most countrics have adopted the 
system of selling their ‘mill¢ ‘“whole- 
sale” {0 some company oF other,, who 
In turn retails it to the consuntcr. 
Now this system, although very cons 
ventent in itself, Is. grent source 
of. annoyance to the public hentth 
ttuthorities.. In the presence of an 
epidemic, it fs with the greatest: of 
difficulty that the source of infection 
cun be traced to any particular food 
or drink, When this has nt Inst 
been done, and if the Infection Is 
traced down to mill, vone can but 
Imngine the disappointment of the 
health authorities to find that they 
are unable to fotlow up the Infection 
to its source owing to the fact that 
the mille has been ‘pooled “It is 
only natural, therefore, that they 
should) fight hard for compulsory

4. In m 
the legislative muchinery will have 
perforce to be slow and cumbersome, 
Laws enforcing the “bottling” of 
milk, the prohibition of sile of 
“toose’ milk, the tuberculin testing 
of milch-cows etc. ete, cannot be 
easily passed. , It 
therefore that milk-reformers, know= 
ing of the diMculty they have to 
contend with, should nsk for com- 
pulsory pasteurisation which would 
cover “at one go" all the other re- 
o urgently needed. : 

T state of affairs ts In marked 
contimst to those obtaining in this 
Colony. If necessary, any piece of 
legislation could be casily passed, 
and jt ds therefore unnecessary to 
take refuge in compulsory pasteurisa- 
. When there are so many other 

for ensuring a healthy and 
tloan imilic-supply without it. 

It should be noted however, in 
passing, that: it js not in accordance 
with the best democratic traditions to 
prevent an individual to drink what- 
ever kind of mill he pleases, Legis- 
lation along this line savours Mike 
“prohibition.” Pastcurisation should 
be entirely optional and a person be 
left the choice of drinking the kind 
of mille that he lifes best. 

5. Lastly but not the least, comes 
the difficulty of udequately control- 
ling the extremely Jarge number of 
dairies which ure senttered all over 
the length and breadth of the coun- 
trics in| Europe and America. 

By contrast there cxists a total 
number of less than 30 dairies, in 
the whole of this Colony. With the 
exception of the one at Pokfulurm, 
the rest are clumped tosether tn lwo 
groups—one in Hongkonr 
HIang) and another jin Kowloon 
Diamond Hill), Advantage could 
be taken of this by instituting in each 
of these localities a communal millc- 
ing and bottling depot ‘under fovern- 
ment supervision if netessary. The 
milking and bottling could then be 
made under the most hygienle and 
modern conditions, and the public 
will then be ensured a healthy, clean, 
and) natural mills-supply without 
submitting it to the expense and dis- 
advantages of an artificial and often 
ineMcient process. 

It will be interesting to know that 
whereng in most countrics the pro- 
duction of millc runs into millions of 
agailons per day, In Hongkong the 
approximate total daily output is 
1,089 gations for ali the dairles put 
together. As one large dairy is ale 
ready voluntarily pasteurising its 
milk, ‘ compulsory pasteurlsation 
when enforced will only be effective 
against the ridiculously insignificant 
number of 489 gallons’ of milk! 


‘Pasteurisation is a form of treatment 


for mili, and just as it is wrong to 
treat individuals with drugs when 
they are not fll, so it is wrong to 
{reat mille when {t is not diseased. 
As it ts the object of scientific and 
rational medicine to keep an indivi- 
dual fit and in good health without 
recourse to drugs and other artificial 
measures, so also it should be our 
policy to employ every means avall- 
able to present to the community o 
healthy, clean and pure milic-supply, 
without subjecting it to an artificlal 
process, It is right therefore to con- 
tend that’ pasteurisation should not 
be mode a permanently compulsory

measure. Under special cireum- 
stances as in the presence of” an 
epidemic, it could be enforced for a 
‘time, but as far as one is aware, no 
epidemic has, - been caused 
“primarily” through milk, 

“The last dysentery epidemic can- 
not be blamed on to milic, but to the 
fact that it had been secondarily in- 
fected while it was being ilicgally 
tampered with. The new cover for 
the milk bottles should prevent a 
similar occurrence. It is maintained 
that our mill is one of the healthiest, 
and it could be made doubly so by 
adopting the system of supervised 
millsing and bottling above  sug- 
Hested, 

If, in spite of _ everything else, 
mili is still..considered by some. ns 
dangerous, then the best and surest 
way of making it “safe” is by boiling 
it, The only advantage that “pos« 
teurisntion” has over “boiling” is 
that it does not make it so diMcult 
to digest.. ‘But then, this only ap- 
plics to infants under one year ot 
age, secing that older children and 
adults can digest boiled mitk quite 
well. As the number of infants fed 
on fresh cows’ milk is cxtremcly 
small (in Hongkong poor children 
are fed on human or tinned milk, 
better class children are fed on 
powdered milk, in the majority of 
Instunces) pastcurlsation, which was 
invented for the special purpose of 
sterilising milk for the benefit of 
infants, cannot even be advocated on 
this ground. 

Although the dairies may be caslly 
compelled to buy a pastcurising 
plant, it is quite another and more 
dificult matter to compel them to 
use it, We shall then be faced with 
the problem of dalrymen “relaxing” 
in the ordinary hygienic mensures, 
coupled with the fear that pusteurlsa- 
tion has not been faithfully or cf- 
ficiently carried out.

The frock-cout Is to be re-intro- 
duced as part of the dress of officers 
of the Royal Marines, The King's 
approval of thls change was an- 
nounced in an Admiralty Fleet Order 
Issued recently. 


After the outbreak of the war the 
frock coat worn on ceremonial occa- 
slons.had dropped out of use In the 
Royal Marines. 


Another chonge Is In the officer's 
great coat, which fs to be replaced 
by one similar In pattern to that of 
the Army infantry officer.

Herr ‘‘Hitler,“leader of the 
German, peoples, from time to 
time hus expostulated when 
persons beyond chis influence 
have expressed the opinion that 
his desire for peace is not al- 
together sincere. Few would be 
so rash ag to suggest that Herr 
Hitler,,or for that matter any 
large majority of: the German 
poople, want war for war's 
sake; or that they even desire 
war ag a means of achieving 
their national aims. But there 
is no longer any sense in deny- 
ing that Germany, her leaders 
and her people, are prepared to 
resort to war in order to enforce 
their will internationally. It has 
been shown in the past that 
Germany was ready to risk con- 
flict in the course of her political 
manoeuvring. .If any _ final 
proof were required it was pro- 
vided by the march into Austria. 
France, for one, had frequently 
declared’ that any such action 
would’ be met with resistance. 
However, since Austria herself 
did not have a chance to resist, 
France had a way of retreat 
from a dangerous commitment. 


of a cabinet crisis. But France’s 
sunity does not erase the fact 
that Germany provided her with 
plenty of excuse for armed in- 
tervention. | 

Therefore, when Dr. Goebbels 
made a speech Thursday at

The names of its hero and 
villain have passed into the 
language and remain there, for 
the simple reason that the fable 
f For“at least the shadow 
of both extremes exists in all of 
us; nobody’s character is quite 
the same all-the way through. 

Everybody has to some de- 
gree a certain duality of charac- 
ter. It generally makes for a 
pleasant variety in life, a widen- 
ing of experience; but the danger. 
lies (ag Dr. Jekyll discovered) in 
letting the two sides ‘of one na- 
ture separate, 

While Jekyll and Hyde exist 
in the same man Jekyll has a 
chance of controlling his un- 
principled companion, but when 
Hyde becomes sufficiently deve- 
loped and independent to free 
himself from Jekyll’s conscience 
terrible things can happen.

PURE BRIGHTNESS © 


NE of the most colourful 
and most significant 
festivals of the Chinese 
people is that ‘of ‘Pure 
Brightness” or Ts’ing Ming. 
__No other fete enjoys such 
a ,wide appeal, or is more 
whole-heartedly celebrated; 
for its observance is typic- 


‘lally. Chinese and attests the 


nation’s profound venera- 
tion for the spirits of its 
departed ancestors, 

Although the occasion has 
seareely a counterpart in 
western popular custom, 
save with the sole exception 
of the United States, where, 
a similar observance known 
as Decoration Day is held 
annually on May 30, the 
event arouses a chord of 
sympathy and understanding in 
occidental hearts; for respect to 
the memory of the dead is an 
inherent characteristic of the 
majority of mankind. 


Ts'ing Ming was observed 
on April 5, and the day 
was the occasion for cere- 


monial visits to the various 
cemeteries on the island and on 
the mainland. 


On account of the festival’s 
occurrence at about the time of 
the Easter holidays, it has al- 
ways been regarded by the 
utilitarian Chinese as a golden 
opportunity for a brief spring 
vacation. It is therefore con- 
sidered as the day eminently 
suitable for .undertaking excur- 
sions in. the vicinity of the 
Colony, or else a visit back to 
the natal village in the hinter- 
land. 

om OM 


TSING . MING is one of the 
three great annual festivals 
in honour of the dead, and 
whilst it is not a fixed feast, yet 
it can be readily calculated, 
since it is assumed to take place 
some 105 days ‘after the Winter 
Solstice, - : 


In northern China, it is some- 
times termed the Laang-tsit, or 
“Cool Festival’, on account of 
the traditional partaking of cold 
food on the three days prior to 
the event. 


Observances vary widely, and, 
ag in most festive events of the 
Chinese people, there is- present 
an extensive amount of super- 
stitious practice, : 

An example is the curious 
custom of putting up weeping 
willow branches at the doors of 
every house. : 


The reason for this, is that 
during the three days preced- 
ing Ts'ing Ming, the ghosts 
of the dead have been liberated 
from. the Underworld, and are 
permitted to visit their old 
haunts on earth. Lest they 
should intrude into homes Where 


they aro not wanted,’ willow 
branches are placed to act as 
mute but exceptionally potent 
exorcising influences. : 


During this three day period 
of ghostly emancipation, and 
until the moon-t’ing, or “close” 
of the festival, when all the 
spirits are confined once more 
to their infernal homes, it. is - 
decreed that all filial des-. 
cendants must nof -employ 
needles for knitting, or shampoo 
their hair, otherwise the de- 
parted might feel the pricking

China’s entire hoard: of silver 
currency and silver metal re- 
serves, with the exception of 
$50,000,000 which fell into’ the 
hands ot the Japanese, has. been 
successfully removed from the 
country, the Institute of Pacific 


elations reveals, . 
ee $50,000,000 which fell Into the 
hands of the advancing Japanese 
army was in the Tientsin-Peiping 
area, It was in Maxican dollars and 
its actual value in American currency 
‘was only $20,000,000. 

The entire amount which the 
Chinese government was able to get 
out of the country in time was $300,- 
000,000 in Mexican do¥ars, or about 
$90,000,000 in U.S, currency. 


CAME TO HONGKONG 


The silver was first concentrated at 
Shanghai, then later moved to Hong- 
kong and finally shipped to London 
for safe keeping where it went into 
the London silver market, proving 
for the time being a depressing factor. 

Under ao six-months’ extension last 
December by the U.S. government of 
its agreement to continue the absorp- 
tion of Chinese silver currency, it Is 
expected that in the end the US. 
treasury will eventually absorb the 
last of China’s silver hoard, both in 
currency ond stamped silver bars, 

With this final disappearance of 
Chino’s entire silver metal reserve 
which she had built up in more than 
a_century, China will be definitely 
eliminated from the block of silver 
standard countrics, 

As a matter of fact since November, 
1935, China alrendy has been operat- 
Ing on a managed currency basis of 
a flexible gold exchange — standard, 
Whenever she re-establishes a new 
currency basls, it is presumed that it 
wilt be on the Japanese~Manchukuo 
yen basis that is prevailing now in 
the Far East. 


ECONOMIC RELATIONS 

This complete disappearance from 
China of her silver currency also 
marks the end .of an Important 
chapter in the history of China's 
economic relations with the West. 
Until western traders began opcrat- 
ing in China, the only currency which 
she had developed was copper which 
was Issued ‘in great diversity of forms 
and values, 5 

The western traders, however, as a 
Means of exchange Introduced the 
Carolus—the predecessor of the 
Mexican dollar—at a time when 
Mexico was still n Spanish colony and 
Mexican * silver was regarded as 
Spanish currency. 

The Mexican dollar has sinco been 
the basis of Chinese currency, al- 
though whot western writers have 
called China's silver currency was 
really only a highly developed form 
of barter, ~ ‘ : 


RECENT COINAGE 

OMcial recognition was granted the 
silver dollar In China onl? compara- 
tively recently, when Yuan Shi-kat 
issued coins showing a design of his 
head, after the monarchy had been 
replaced by the semblance of a re- 
Public under his rule, Flnally in 1932 
a clearer definition was added by Dr. 
T. V. Soong when he made the silver 
dollar legal tender. 

This really coincided with tho be- 
ginning of the end of China's sliver 
currency. When the world went off

Taking only tie more important 
metals, Japan's position may be 
briefly summarized as follows: 


Aluminium: Has modern works in 
Japan, Formosa and Manchukuo, 
utilizing bauxite imported from 
Bintan in the Dutch East Indies, 
This is strategically correct, as ores 
are cheap ‘and can be imported— 
when distance of carriage Js a 
matter of indifference—from many 
sources. 


Antimony: Has small domestic pro- 
duction, ‘but badly needs complete 
control of the large tonnages Imported 
from China, : f 


Chrome ore: Mainly from ‘we 
Philippines—a supply which presum- 
ably would be shut off in the event 
of a “neutrality proclamation”. by the 
United Government. 


Copper: Some home production, 
nugmented by huavy imports from 
humerous sources; has been a heavy 
huver on the various metal exchanges. 
In addition, she Is buying copper ore 
in Chile, Canada and the Phillppines; 
ures are bulky and expensive to carry, 
; but so long as she retains undisputed 
control of her Pacific Ocean routes, 
this is the correct policy, it is felt, 
under the circumstances, 

Tron ore: Few -realisec how widely 
flung are Japan's interests in fron ore. 
She has holdings in Malaya, British 
Indla, British Columbia, the Dutch 
East ‘Indies, Australin. and New 
Caledonia, and is now investigating 
New Zealand deposits, All these In 
addition to resources In Manchukuo 
and North China. She tikes some 
ore from Burma. 

Lead: Here she is not in a very 

good position. A Japanese-owned 
smelter at Anshan, Manchukuo, is 
utillzing Jehol ore from North China, 
but Japan is forced to import large 
quantities from overseas. : 
. Manganese - ore; ‘These -she - gets 
mainly from China and India (she 
owns directly part of her Indian 
supply) and expects to get further 
supplics from the Philippines and 
New Caledonia. : 

Nickel: Rushing to completion 
varlous home refineries, using ores 
from British Columbia, in the hope 
of curtailing her heavy imports of the 
inetal. 

Tin: Japan is a heavy buyer’ of 
the metal in the Far Enst, and to 
some extent In the world markets, 
but she {s pushing through oo 
Japanese-owned smelter in Slam in 
the hope of utilizing Siamese tin ore. 

Tungsten: . Imports heavily from 
China under the greatest dimculties, 
hence the strong drive. to seize con- 
trol of the Chinese tungsten deposits, 
She also uses tungsten deposits, in 
Korea, . 

Quicksilver: A heavy iinporter, 
though trying hard to develop small 
domestic deposits, 

Magnesium: Has plenty. 

Zinc: Reasonably well supplied 
Lut still imports considerable metal 
and ore from abroad. 

Her metallurgical | technologists 
tank ‘high but the important thing 
as London observers see the situa 
tion, is that they have the ear of “the 
powers that be” [mn Japan and can 
make strides in the expansion of 
Japan’s metal industries which other 
countries find it hard to parallel.
